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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant argues that Kamiya's elongate member is not "adapted to extend into a blood vessel" as claimed since it is intended to function 
outside of the patient's body and doing so would represent a modification that would render Kamiya's elongate member unsuitable for its 
intended purpose. However, it has been held that the recitation that an element is "adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation 
but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 
Furthermore, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does 
not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 
1647 (1987). It is the examiner's position that Kamiya discloses an elongate member having the structural components as recited in the 
claims and thus is adapted to perform the functions as recited in the claims if one desired to do so. It is also noted that no modifications are 
being made to Kamiya's elongate member, thus the applicant's argument with respect to "a modification" is moot. 

Continuation of 1 3. Other: The IDS filed 6/22/09 was filed after the mailing date of the FINAL office action. The IDS was not accompanied 
by the statement required under 37 CFR 1.97(e), thus has not been considered. 
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
